For
dirty horses, and as a preparation for show grooming, clean the coat with a shampoo. Useat alto 4
ratio with water. Put required amount of concentrate into sprayer or mixing container and add
appropriate amount of water (1 pint of concentrate makes 5 pints of spray). Cover entire surface of
animal with spray, but avoid getting product into horse's eyes, or other sensitive areas such as
mouth or nose. Spray horse’s coat especially around shoulders, flanks, neck and legs. Brush coat
against grain while spraying to insure adequate penetration of product.
